AN ACT CONCERNING POLICIES TO LIMIT STATE FLEET VEHICLE 
USE. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 
 

Section 1. (NEW) (Effective July 1, 2019) As used in this section, "state 1 

employee" has the same meaning as "employee" in section 5-270 of the 2 

general statutes. The Commissioner of Administrative Services may 3 

adopt policies governing the use of state fleet vehicles, as described in 4 

section 4a-67d of the general statutes, by state employees. Any such 5 

policies concerning state fleet vehicle use may not be superseded by 6 

any subsequent agreement approved in accordance with the 7 

provisions of sections 5-270 to 5-280, inclusive, of the general statutes 8 

on matters appropriate to collective bargaining, as defined in said 9 

sections, that is issued or negotiated on or after October 1, 2019.  10 

This act shall take effect as follows and shall amend the following 
sections: 
 

Section 1 July 1, 2019 New section

To prohibit any policies governing state fleet vehicle use from being 
superseded by subsequent collective bargaining agreements.
